R. and W . L . Brush at Huntington 
have a remarkably fine orchard of 
this choice variety, while elTorts to 
raise them a few miles farther to the 
east and south have failed. 
Large 
quantities of 
apples 
have 
been 
shipped this year from all the ship­ 
ping points along the north side of 
the island, but the prices realized 
have been, as a rule, very unsatis- 
factoiwq especially for poor or per­ 
ishable varieties. 
The ap])le orchards of the island 
are located chiefly among the hills 
and valleys of the north side. There 
is a popular error to the etTect that 
fruit will not do well on tlie south 
side, owing to the salt air and sea 
breezes from the ocean. There were 
former!}^ iine orchards, at iiitcrv^ils, 
all the way from Far Rockaway to 
Amagansett, but the soil wuis light 
and easily exhausted and farmers 
never thought of fertilizing or caring 
for the apple trees; the result has 
been the old trees have gradually 
died out and have never been re­ 
placed with young ones.

The men interested in the 
industry are alarmed, for they see in 
this a dark future.
